almost daily experiments upon the to- 
ternol organs of de«ul animals in order 
to incicase my Imowledgo of compara- 
tive pathology. 
The postmortem ex- 


aminations were made for th* most part 
at the Lauipaiter Glue works, in the 
submlfs of Lancaster, Pa. 
Here of 


couv- were the bodies of large numbers 
of annuals which afforded me an abun- 
dant supply of bubjects forr examination. 
The >iLimty of the works swarmed with 
rats. Muiiy of those, the workmen told 
me, mclioiied and died from time to time, 
and I Lee.iiue curious to know something 
abo-it the disease that carried so many 
of the i odeiits off. 


I coi.ld liad next to nothing about the 


rat in books, so the thought growing 
upon me that the disease so fatal to the 
rat might bo made dangerous to the 
rat's ncaiest neighbor, man himself, 1 
undertook n, series of experiments. My 
fust rat subject was a sick one which I 
captuisd in the yard of the gla* wojjkfl 
without any exertion. 
The animal 


craved about, made no effort to escape 
from me and when picked up offered no 
resistance its appearance-indicated that 
it vas dying of general debility. Its 
body •« as greatly emaciated. Its back 
was arche'l and its face bore an expres- 
sion of distress. It refused food, was 
racked with a eon&iant cough and in a 
few hours afte? being captured was 
found dc^il ia the comtortable prison in 
which I Lad placed it. 


My next subject was a healthier and 


more active rat. I caught him only to^ 
inank him and then gave him his free» 
doin. He came into the yard regularly 
for his lations of flesh from various ani- 
mals, biit gradually showed the same 
symptoms that marked the condition of 
my first subject, and in fourteen days 
after capture be, too, was dea4. T&9 
postmortem examination of these two 
cases developed the fact that the lungs 
were badly diseased. Tuberculosis had 
destroyed the right lung of each and 
pnly a part of the left remained.—Dr, 
S. E, Weber's ~

and my thigh is quite sore with the in- 
roads made by those dreadful spurs; my 
new coat is completely ruined." In the 
next year Ashley minor, a son of Lord 
Shaftesbury, died in consequence of a. 
fight which lasted two hours and a quar- 
ter on the same evening. The quarrel 
originated about a seat in the tipper 
school. 
Dr. geate spoke about the sad event 


to the school three days later; he blamed 
the boys for letting the fight go on so 
long, but was not to be "seduced into 
any namby pamby peace-at-any-price 
sentimentalism." He said: "Not that 1 
object to all fighting in itself; on the 
contrary, I like to see a boy return a 
blow." Such a state of things has for- 
tunately entirely disappeared; a clergy- 
man, a head master, a doctor of divini- 
ty, however much he might feel that the 
meek acceptance of injuries was not the 
sign of a keen and generous character, 
yet would .now hesitate to mark fighting 
with his approval before an audience of 
boys whom he was bound by statute to 
instruct in Christian principles.—Na- 
tional Review.

He thiuks it serves no good puipose to 
deal in ailvcr bullion at 4re New York 
Stock Exchange at tbe present time 
when the results aimed at are so easy of 
accomplishment 
During the war gold 


wns dealt in on the Now YoikS'ock 
Exchange as silver is now, and it was 
s&nt up and down eiratically for aptcu 
lative purposes. The effect T>as injurious 
then, •when gold was treated as a commo 
dity, but it id worse now when silver is 
attacked by the beaiB of Wall street to 
depreciate all values. 


It is high time that the people should 


free themsalvca Horn the sheckles of the 
political parties whicti are directed by 
the men who combine to depreciate the 
valuo of the metal of «!uch one-huH the 
money of ihn country is composed, so as 
to'recluco the value i f the pioiluct of the 
farm anil the factoiy, tho pi ice of labor 
and the price of hind. The price of sil- 
ver in consequence of legislation, pur- 
chased, it is charged, with half a reuUi

An Imposing Display-Th« Borden Case 


at Fall River, Ufa**. 


Glacier*. Discovered Io Idaho. 


BOISE, Idaho, August 15.—An immense 


glacial field has been dssoovered in au un- 
explored region of Central Idaho,, by F. B. 
SobermerhoiD, a 'geologist and mineralo- 
gist, who IB wotkiug in tbe interest of the 
Idubo exh bit ut the World's Pair. TToder 
date of August 8lb, he writes Comnuie- 
sioner Weelsas follows: 


•'As I came over tbe divide into Big 


Creek, I sow away to the west among the. 
high monntainB, what appeared to be a 
glacier. loqniry at Big Creek developed 
the fact tbut though two of the men in 
cm cop had lived there several years, they 
bad never been able to get up to tb'fct snow. 
Xbey also told me that many had tried it 
and (ailed. All had tried to take horses 
with them, I determined to go on foot. 
As I advanced the signs of the white man 
decreased until th»y disappeared altogether. 
Tbe country through which I made ruy 
way was the wildest and roughest of auy 
through which I evfr travtled, in point of 
grandeur and picturesque fatality. Tbe 
view from tbe peaks rivals anything in 
mountain scenery in the United State?. 
Beneath the glooier field I found a series 
of glaoiul lakes. 
The glacial fields are 


quite extensive. 
They probably cover 


nearly as great an area, though not so 
thick, as tbe great glacial fields of tbe Alps. 


I examined sixteen terminal moraines,

Uf« of Their Keeper-A Thrilling

The bodies of William H. Camp and 


Andy Ward have been recovered. They 
drifted ashore on the-west bank of the 
Brazoa river, at the Steiner farm, twelve 
miles below Waca 


Wiiliam Camp was a guard on the 


county convict farm. Sam Johnson, a 
negro convict, suddenly made a dash 
from the cotton patch, where he, with 
other convicts, was chopping cotton, 
and, running to the river, plunged in 
and struck out for the other shore. 
George Oglesby, one of the lessees, and 
William Camp, one of the guards, 
mounted and gave chase, taking the 
river and swimming their horses in the 
wake of the negro. Camp led and car- 
ried his six shooter in his hand, while the 
lessee followed closely, both horses 
swimming gracefully. 


The river was up and the drift was 


going down in large quantities. This 
flotsam and jetsam of the ruddy cnrrenl 
consists of a little of every tiling floods 
find upon invaded shores. There was 
here a fencepost wfth a bit of barbed 
wire trailing, the wire dragging some- 
thing else. Next a dead cow, a treetop, 
an old boat upturned and frequently a 
panel or two of fence, all moving like a 
platoon bristling with the barb wire in- 
vented to turn cattle.

exhausted. Camp's horse ceased swim< 
ming and commenced churning with his 
hind feet. 
"Let go his head, and when 


he starts catch his tail,"" cried Oglesby 
from the shore. Camp still held his re- 
volver in his hand. His face was by thii 
time white with horror. The other con- 
victs and guards now lined the shore 
Oglesby arose to his' feet and shouted 
"Men, I am hurt and strangled. I am 
past swimming. Save Will Camp and '. 
will pay what you charge." 


It was an awful place to- attempt a 


rescue. The drowning man still helc 
his pistol and {struggled in the drift 
One hand was rigidly clasped on the 
ivory handle and the other was liftec 
up. Those on shore followed him alonj 
as he slowly floated, and Andy "Ware 
was observed to-be stripping himself 
Lessee George Oglesby also began to 
pull off his boots. He found that his 
ankle was sprained and he could not go 
on with the task. Be sat down in de- 
spair. 


"Save him, Andy," Oglesby cried, atu 


Andy said', "I will if I can, Mr. George.' 
By this time Camp was nearly under 
his face could be seen* now and then, anc 
one-hand still held up the pistol. The 
other appeared again and again above 
the eddies in muter appeal.

Oar Grandmothers Used to Spend Much 


Time Spinning:. Weaving, Knitting, Net- 
tins; and Embroidering—They Manu- 
factured All Their Own Cloth. 
In the days of homespun fonr ounces 


of lint, cotton or a half pound of lock 
wool was a day's stint in spinning, 
•hough a clever spinner could easily dc 
rwice as much. Wool was often colored 
jefore spinning—dyed black or red, then 
carded 
with white. 
The resultant 


ihread, steel or red mixed, was wonder- 
lolly soft and harmonious in color. 


Old silk carefully raveled, then carded 


•with white wool or cotton, made the silk 
nixed that was such a favorite for the 
ong stockings worn with knee breeches, 
as well as for homespun gowns. They 
were woven in checks, stripes and cloud- 
ngs. One of the prettiest was dice 
cloth—a kind of basket weave—of alter- 
nate white and black or gray threads, 
thirteen to the group. It was trouble- 
some to weave—a thread too many made 
a balk in the pattern. Children and 
servants had simple checks in blue or 
copperas and white. Linseys for winter 
wear were gorgeous in green and scar- 
let and black and blue. 


Dyeing was part of the home work, as 


well as weaving and spinning. From 
walnut hulls, bark and rpot came twen- 
ty shades of brown. Green walnnts and 
ramach berries gave a beautiful fast 
black that did not stain the wearer, 
Hickory bark or peach leaves gave a 
glowing yellow; swamp maple, a black- 
ish purple; sugar maple, a light leather 
tint, and oak bark, set with copperas, a 
txandsome grayish color. In fact, a 
skilled dyer could get twenty colors 
from the woods and fields. 


Except for flannels, carpets and 


blankets the warp was usually of flax or 
cotton. A very pretty carpet had half 
the warp of coarse wool doubled—a 
strand of green and one of brown. In 
weaving when the woof came upper- 
most a very coarse wool thread was shot 
in. When the cotton came up a very 
fine thread caught and held it almost in- 
visibly. Beaten up thick the effect was 
that of a mossy, clouded Turkey fabric. 
Other carpets were woven in stripes or 
plain, like webbing, the woolen woof 
threads passing over and under the cot 
ton warp two at a time. 


Size was estimated by the number ol 


threads that, laid side by side, made 
cloth the regulation jpard wide. The 
coarsest was 400. From that it went up 
and up with hardly a limit except thai 
of the spinners' skill and patience. There 
was scarcely anything they conldn'l 
weave on the looms—jersey and serge 
and cotton and linsey, house linen, bee 
linen, blankets and counterpanes. The 
counterpane was homespun high water 
mark. 
Woolen ones had usually the 


figure in colors skipped up on a white 
or blue ground. Those of cotton were 
left white and bleached till they dazzled 
the eyes. Of some easy patterns a 
clever woman could weave eight yards 
in a day. 


Of honeycomb, huckaback and dia- 


mond draper three yards was a good 
day's work, Fancy patterns were more 
tedious. The crown of skill and patience 
was knotted cloth. The weave was per- 
fectly plain, bnt at intervals of an incl 
a big soft cord was woven in and pallec 
up in little knots all along its length 
Over the body of the cloth they formed 
regular diamonds. For the center they 
made an elaborate arabesque design 
Down one side of the spread the maker 
generally drew them up to shape her 
initials, with either the date of making 
in roman letters or her husband's name 
opposite, to balance her own, 


There was room, and to spare. Beds 


in those days stood four feet from the 
floor. Counterpanes were three yards 
by four without the fringe, which was 
either woven with dates and initials in 
the deep open heading or knitted in 
open lozenge pattern to which deep tas- 
sels were attached. It fell over a val 
ance, also homespun, and was either 
fringed or edged with netted points a 
the bottom. 


Weaving was not the sum of house- 


wifery in that era. The good dames 
knew as much of embroidery as their 
favored great-granddaughters. One o: 
them has left behind her a monumenta 
piece of work, in which can be found no 
less than nineteen Different stitches 
many of them among the rarest and 
most difficult known. 


'• The netting needle and stirrup filled 
up many a day. The bed was the piece 
da resistance in furnishing then. It was 
a tall four poster, and, besides counter 
pane and valance, had netted curtains 
and netted points, edging the long pil 
low and bolster cases. Window cur 
tains were netted, top, besides edgings 
and fringes for all kinds of household 
articles. In ' particular the "toilets' 
that fell over the high square bureaus 
had often a netted fall half a yard dee] 
around them. In addition, caps, ruffles 
purses and fichus were netted. The lat- 
ter were called dress handkerchiefs, and 
folded high about the throat over the 
low cut gowns. On them the netter 
lavished her choicest art. 


Sometimes the mesh was as fine al- 


most as bobbinet. Netted capes were 
high in favor, but the square with long 
ends was accounted better for younj 
women. Sometimes they had fringe o: 
tassels about the edge, or even a ruffle 
of the net with a big pattern run in 
The handsomest finish was embroidery 
For that the net was tacked smooth 
over cloth, the figures were wrough 
through both, then the under fabrics 
were cut away, leaving something 
closely approaching old rose point. 


The women who practiced these arts 


made tatting, knit lace, stockings, mit- 
tens, tufted gloves, overshoes, comfort- 
ers, garters, galluses and many things 
besides. Before their works follow 
them it might be well if some collector 
should gather up and keep safe for later 
generation* a representative array a 
the homespunmasterpieces.—New York 
Son.
